Three mailings from you today,, With the load that came and with the letter from 
DJone, I skimmed them and have read only your 2/23 on her. Hahg onto those books on 
handwriting. They tell it as it is and you appear to read them clearly. Your characteri- 
zation is 1CX$. 

It is not only compassion that impels me to put this time in 0 lou also said waht 
I wanted to hear without prompting:"! would assume the possibility that she may have 

been assigned \o you, perhaps without knowing it." Forget the last part for if it is 

true, tkau can t be. S&e does not say so in what I sent you, but in the past she was 

explicit on this and I didn't believe it. If there is no eaason to believe it now that 

didn't exist then as it relates to her, there are other coincidences that I have reported. 

The simplest way of putting the question is how could she have known what she did 
when she knew what no critic did, what Garrison had never talked about, and in areas in 
which I alone had worked? She had to have had some source or I have to assume that she 
could invent the seemingly impossible and that more than once. 

Lil also stopped at that part of the letter J sent you, where she refers to having 
hurt me. She didn’t, so she is assuming it or making it up. If I discount the latter, then 
she is assuming it on the basis of wha>, she did or was told. Again, for Miom and by whom? , 

Bearing on credibility, she once told me a story about "their" secret address. Another 
time I was speaking to her when I got what for N.O. is the telltale identification: street- 
car sounds. So, I figured this was something worth checking out. I got Matt, who is a 
good photographer, put on my standard N.O* cosjmme. sandals, shorts and sports shirt, 
and we drove to that address, one of the two streets on which the trolley runs. We found 
that the building had an assortment of radio masts and aerials on it. We went to the 
number she gave ne. The door was solid steel, but all those around it had glass and names. 
That one had no name. Without getting out the picture I depend upon memory:!!© Admittance 
or something like it. A bell tote be rung. M 0 listing on the building's board. Matt also 
took it as I did. On the call, I could hear, her conversation with others who were leaving. 
Wow the odds against an innocent person knowing of such an office, regardless of who 
has it,' are pretty heavy. And after these people left she read me much about Thomley, 
including my unpublished letter to Open City, in which he and Lofton hae gone after me. 

Also from things '-^hornley had written, part of a complaint to have been filed against me 0 
I taped this, but the batteries went dead at that point, so I don R t know how much if any 
can be brought out should it become the thing to doo I could go on and on on things like 
this. The Bringuier and Geraci stuff aline stacks and is significant, and I can^t think 
of how she could know on her own.Thus the significance of her Navas reference in that 
letter. He is the kid Moo called' in for a questioning for which they were not prepared, 
a 'rather over-confident kid when I got to him and broke him enough, what I did then being 
aborted by, of all people, Bosley, (ref ^Bosley's Revenge? in my Kirkwood notes; the 
planned Bradley-Nancy Perrin Rich and Bon Perrin/Starr commemoration of the assassination 
in 1968.) 

She is righthanded. She is no less rebellious than you say, at times against me, 
generally against everyone. She must be about 26 and she still holds some grudges o Including 
against her parents, the strongest. You are also correct about the secretive and tightly— 
guardedness, very righto She once told me that a shrink told ^ her she could not establish 
.of hold meaningful relationships. I know of no NoO. boytfnend wno lasted ip.ore than 2 
months and only one relationship that lasted longer in recent years. I don t know if the 
guard is paraiipia of some kind, fear of hurt or something else. Like those'you knew, she 
seems unable to stick with any one thing. She is multi-talented and has a profession. You 
read her as on a positive track. ^0 a point, ending with specification and delivery. Or, , 
prior to it. I am not at all persuaded that the charges are not more serious, that she is 
not guilty, and that she is not just passing time in these letters. I didn^t want to say 
any of this until you'd reached your initial impression. 1 noticed and mentioned the dif- 
ferent writing, the one time in many hundreds of pages I've seen it or anything like ito 
If I were to play shrink and take your analysis of retreat to the innocent high— school 
girl at face value, I'd find it consistent with much of what she's said and written, 
including that she wished I were her father. Yet I'm sure hse lias poisoned him about me. 
Whether or not others also have, as she has written recently, if you want to see ic. I 




finf what you say valuaaile but don’t want to force time-comsumption on you, 

I agree that she has these moods but am not sure that she contrives them on the 
conscious level. Subconsciously or unconsciously, probably the working of an emotional 
problem, I can never tell when she is really sincere because she is often an accomplished 
liar and because I am never certain about her ability to separate and distinguish. 

There is much of an ambition in her dreams, of being some tiling, of coming from 
something. She has given me in the past an inflated representation of her father’s 
station in life. i-t is a simple one, and their house reflects it, but she has assigned 
him a significant profession he does not have. She has the ability to be much but the 
. emotional makeup that will always frustrate it. 

One story may interest. A former boyfriend, a chemist who knew her in a hospital 
in which they both worked, told me that she ignored the charts and tables in making 
X-rays but did fantastic work with her equivalent of Kentucky Windage, and this before 
she was 21., unless she lied about her ago 0 

She seems not to be homosexual and to find that repugnant, yet she has mannism 
manerisms, walk and talk being the most obvious. She is hungup about her hair and exceptionally 
small hreats. J -his I say from her specific comment of the past. i imagine her promiment 
leg sacrs are in the same category, but I can't recall her saying anything about them. 

She wore shorst often enough, short bdresses, too, but not as often. I remember one long 
conversation we had about this on a day of two long drives, about six hours, I took her 
to the insane assylum when 1 went to see Godfrey Kirkpatrick. There can be no doubt she 
knew him very well, but he seemed not to know her/ She even knew his preference in malts. 

-It was a very hot day. I had a Fiat sports car, knew it would be hot, and had shorts and a 
thin sports shirt and sandals to put on after we left the hospital. She calls me ’’righteous" 
in today's letter, but knows from that how informal I can be, 1 pulled off the road- in a 
sgright stretch, near a woods and asked her to tatfeea walk while I canged. She was surprised 
that X. did, in that snail car 0 On the way back to M o 0. she wanted to talk aboutnher relation- 
ship with men and we did,. 1 tried to tell her that" no lastifig 'relationship would be made 
by breaebs l she called them "boobs") of the countours of which she apparently dreamed and 
that no love that was reqlly love would be deterred by what she! almented, I qyo ted Shakes- 
peare, "My mistress' eyes", and later gave her a complete. If she ever read any of it, 
she never referred to it. 

One of the things I can p t figure is this non-responsiveness. In the current case 
it can be because she was caught in a criminal act, I can visualize her pishing if she 
needed money, hut she’d he unwilling to admit it to me because of the father image and 
because of censorship picking it up. But it has characterized our, correspondence of the 
past to a point where I broke it off. It is possible that she can t be. This could be why 
none of her boyfriends lasted One told me she never climaxedo She°told me that a gynecolo- 
gical examination when she was 18 disclosed an intact hymen„This in connection with allegations 
made against her by lavas to the Garrison people, % reference in my letter is to this, a 
release she gave me to u arrison without my asking it. I never did, of course. 

The one thong about her, aside from not being able to figure her, of which I'm reasonable 
confident is that there is quite a novel in her and she had written much of it for me, without 
realizing it or intending it. 1 have never seen so iminhibited an imagination! And a facility 
with words, and expressiveness in the language of her generation, 

I go into all of this because you have concluded that what 1 consider possible is pos- 
sible, and therefore you may, knowing these tilings, postulate more. 

If you slant to read the other letters, it represents no trouble for me because I’m 

making copies for Lil to. read, the copies being easier to read 0 

Godfrey, by the way, is on the Secret Service list for the security of a president 
they will not identify, lie told his mother 1 1 / 24/ 63 that he had been with the JFK assassins.
